Suddenly springing an intricate po 
lice trap last night, operatives of the 
William J. Burns agency, the state’s 
attorney’s office, and the detective bu- 
reau closed in on suspects and evi- 
dence in an alleged diamond robbers’ 
trust which over a period of years has 
handled more than $8,600,000 in jewels, 
stolen from dealers and jobbers in 
precious stones. It is alleged that most | 
of the robberies have been shams to de- 
lude insurance companies. 

Those first taken into custody.were 
Morris Levinson, a diamond merchant | 
at 22 North State street; James Pro- 
bhsco, formerly a west side cabaret 
owner; Miss Julia Smith, 68-West chi 
cago avenue, and Lawson Jaffe, a dia- 
mond salesman employed by Levinson. 

On information gained from Pfo- 
basco and Miss Smith, detectives set 
out at an early hour this morning to 
open a cache in a north side house 
which was said to contain $50,000 im 
stolen diamonds. ) 

Arrested in Hotel. 

The trap laid for the diamond rob- 
bers began to close last night at 9 
o’clock, when operatives ‘took into

Refuses to Reveal Cache. : 
Acting on information, detectives 
went to a house in Chicago avenue 
and got Probasco. He promised to tell 
where the $50,000 in stolen stones could 
be found. Later he refused to aid in 
the search. Then Miss Smith, who 
was taken with Probasco, declared she 
knew all about the source of the $50,000 
loot and promised to produce them. 

Miss Smith told the investigators 
that the $50,000 in diamonds belonged 
to Levinson; that Jaffe, acting for 
Levinson, went to Indianapolis last 
Saturday ostensibly to sell them. Pro- 
basco and a girl known as Fiorence 
followed Jaffe. The bag containing the 
diamonds was stolen from a restaurant 
when-Jaffe placed it on the floor by 
his chair. 

Act Under Crowe. 

The police trap was set through the 
joint efforts of Lloyds _ insurarice: 
agency of London, operating through 
the Burns agency; the insurance rm 
of Toplis & Harding of Chicago, Chief 
Michael Hughes of the Chicago detec- 
tive bureau, all under the general di- 
rection of State’s Attorney Robert E. 

Definite information that a robbers’ 
clique, organized for years, led by a 
State street diamond merchant and 
operating to rob diamond salesmen by 
sham holdups and insurance com- 
panies hy false representations, led 
Lloyds to declare war. Orders were 
given to spare no expense. 

While the objective is to capture 
the whole band for all the robberies 
committed, the specific crime which 
led to the present investigation was 
the robbery of Lewis Radt, a diamond 
salesman, of $225,000 worth of dia- 
monds on Jan. 31 last. Radt was a 
salesman for A. Lorsch 4 Co., New 
York jewelers. Radt told the police 
that he was kidnaped from the Illinois 
Central railway station at the 53d 
street station, robbed, and thrown out 
of a taxicab at Robey and 14th streets.

City Plunged 
in Darkness; 
Water Fails 


Within the space of a few minutes 
last night the greater part of Chicago) 
became as dark as in the days when 
the city was a sparsely inhabited prat- 
rie, more thar seventy-five year ago. 

Electric lights went out, and the 
citizens were forced to fall back on 
gas and candies. 

At the same time the city was placed 
in extreme fire peril, owing to the 
abrupt fall of pressure in the water 
mains. Fortunately, no serious alarms 
were turned in during the two hour 
period when the electric service was 
out of commission. 

Blowout Starts Trouble. 

The south side was the first section 
of the city to be affected. Shortly 
after 10 o’clock the manhole over a 
trunk line of the Commonwealth Da- 
son company blew out at Sist street 
and Calumet avenue. Almost instent- 
ly South Chicago, Woodlawn, Hyde 
Park, and other southern districts 
were dark. 

The trouble became contagious. 
Within a few minutes frantic house- 
holders were calling up from Engle- 
wood, Austin, the stock yards region, 
and the northern section of the city to 
report that streets and houses were 
lightless. 

Shert Greuit the Cause. 

A short circuit in one of the main 
feed wires at the Commonwealth Edi- 
son company’s huge generating plant 
at 100th street and the Calumet river 
caused all the mischief. This is one 
of the four big plants supplying elec 
 tHolty:: to the’ city. 

“The burning out of, that cable put 
the Calumet station out of service,” 


explained one of the company’s offi 
ciale eakly this morning. As a safety 
measure we also shut down the Fisk 
and Quartie plants on either side of 
the Chicago river at 22d street. That 
left only the northwest plant in Ros4 
coe street and a few minor génerating' 
stations to carry the load for the en- 
tire city.” 4 
Three of the twelve pumping sta- 
tions supplying water to Chicago are 
électrically operated. Their motors 
irmmédidtely stopped. As a result the 
pressure in the water mains, nor- 
mally from thirty-six to fifty pounds, 
dropped to a maximum of fifteen 
pounds throughout the entire city. In 
most sections it was as low as ten. 
Operations at the 22d street and 69th 
street pumping plants stopped at 10:05 
p. m., and the Chicago avenue station 
was out of commission a few minutes 
later. They resumed shortly after 
midnight. : 
Late Movies Stopped. 
Meahwhile Chicagoans were learn- 
ing how much they are dependent 
upon electricity. Last shows at scores 
of movie theaters were suddenly halt- 
ed and the audience stumbled through 
the darkened aisies to the streets, only 
to find them also shadowed in gloom.

Smith was followed in order by Maj. 

Escort- 
ing machines swarmed around the 
world flyers.

u. today’s flight. The speed averaged 
80 miles an hour and over the Tehach- 


the machines flew at an altitude of 
8.000 feet.

is included. 

The Herald as a separate eatity will 
pass out of existence with tomorrow 
morning : issue. The two newspapers 
will be combined starting with W ednes- 
day's issue and published as one news- 
paper from the New York Tribune’s 
new plant.

And the worst of the matter in the 
morning field is that the selling price 
of morning and Sunday newspapers 
has been held at a starvation price 
by the iron hand of divergent inter- 
ests.” 

Represents Four ‘Newspapers. 

The combined newspaper will repre- 
sent not only the Herald, founded by 
James Gordon Bennett in 1835, and 
acquired by Mr. Munsey four years 
ago for a price reliably reported to 
have been upward of $4,000,000 (a price, 
however, that included the Evening 
Telegram) and the Tribune, founded by 
Horace Greeley in 1841, but also the 
two other newspapers which Mr. Mun- 
sey bought and merged with the Her- 
ald, before he sold that newspaper. 
Those two were the Press and the 
Sun. The merger leaves five mornin 
newspapers in New York, not including 
Brooklyn. 

The price at which Mr. Munsey part- 
ed with the Herald was refused tonight

bottle of sour cream is neglecting to 


prepare u thing that will give true 
epicurean’ délight. Anybody who will 
let a whole bottle of sour cream go to 
waste is not only sacrificing a treat 
for her taste buds but is throwing 
away that valuable vitamin, fat solu- 
ble A, an exceptional agent of and for 
health.
